Tun contracts for the new cruisers will 
have to be awarded to Joux Roacn, who 
has bidden far below the actual cost of the 
vessels. It is not necessary for us to charge 
the navy department beforehand with the 
offenses which it is going to commit. It has 
so many sins of commission to answer for 
that there is no need of proving it gullty of 
bad intentions. But we may call public at 
‘tention to the following circumstances: That 
in contracting with this great government of 
ours the men who took the mail routes be- 
low cost were the ones whe made the most 
Money; that the contractors who took gran- 
ite contracts on the public buildings at af 
teen per cent profit came out with 150 per 
cent profit; that in the contracts for the New 
York government building there were se 
many extras that the contractors were saved 
from loss, and weare within the limits of 
probability when we say—looking back at 
the history of the American navy—that 
Joux Roacn could afford to take the con- 
tract to build these crulsers for nothing, and 
take his chances on the extras.

Ix his speech before the Cobden club, 
Horace Wutre admitted the plain truth 
when he said that abstract free-trade prinet- 
ples had made little progress in the United

States, but we doubt the correctness of his 
assertion that “a little more bankruptcy 
would do mere for knocking off the tariff 
than could be Gone by free-trade doctrines.” 
We certainly had as ample experience of 
bankruptey in 1873 as anybody could wish, 
but it produced no pereeptibie effect on the 
public opinion of the country. The truth is 
that this country has so many exceptional 
advantages, the chief among them being its 
cheap land and natural resources, and its 
vast increase by immigration, that it pros- 
pers in spite of a mismanagement of its pub- 
lic resources that would ruin any country in 
Europe. Although our tariff suits nobody, 
it is easier for us to raisea surplus revenue 
of $120,000,000 than it is for the average Eu- 
ropean gevernment to make both ends meet, 
and even “‘a little more bankruptcy,” which 
is now happily very remote, would not awak- 
eu avy very strong free-trade feeling.

SECOND OR FOURTH. 

An article in Harper’s Magazine for July 
undertakes to show that “the glorious 
Fourth“ is a chronological mistake after all, 
and that the second is the day we should 
celebrate as the anniversary of the real dec- 
laration of independence. On the 7ih of 
June, 1776, Ricnanp Henny Lee of Vir- 
ginia,under instructions, offered a resolution 
to the effect that the colonies “are arfd ought 
to be free and independent states; that they 
are absolved from all allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown; and that all political connection 
between them and Great Britain ought to 
be totally dissolved.” This resolution 
was adopted on the 2d of July, all 
the colonies voting for it except New 
York, her representatives being aiso in fa- 
vor ef it, but leaving her approval to be voiced 
by her new provincial congress, which did 
on the 8th unanimously approve it. So the 
essential work was done on thesecond. In a 
letter written on the third to his wife, Joun 
ADAMS spoke of the preceding day as the 
birthday of American independence, and 
said: 

“The 2d day of July, 1776, will be the most mem- 
orabdie epoch in the history of America. I am apt 
to believe that it will be celebrated by succeeding 
generations as the great anniversary festival; be 
solemnized with pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, guns, bonfires and illuminations 
from one end of the continent to the other, from 
this time forward forevermore. It ought also to 
be commemorated asthe aay of deliverance by 
solemn acts of devotion to God Almighty.” 


The only thing done on the Fourth was the 
submission of a formal declaration pro- 
claiming the action of the second and the 
réasons therefor. It seems te be well at- 
tested that the declaration submitted for the 
signatures of the members was not signed 
that day and was lost. The declaration now 
im Independence hall, Philadelphia, was 
written subsequently, and was not signed 
by any of the members till the 2d of August, 
while others did not sign it till November, 
and the last name (Gov. McK BAN’s) was not 
affixed till January, 1777. This postpone- 
ment was doubtless on account of weather, 
andif itis the declaration that we cele- 
brate, there seems to be no good reason why 
we should not fx upon some day in January 
as the proper date of its consummation. We 
are willing te admit that the Fourth is chro- 
nologicaily,as well as in point of temperature, 
a mistake. But as the second is usually about 
as warm as the Fourth, there seems to be no 
popular reason for breaking an established 
custom to substitute the former for the lat- 


ter.

THE SICK KING. 


In theory—at least, In his own fheory—the 
Comte de CHamsonp is the divinely ap- 
pointed ruler and guardian of the French 
people. Although these latter number some 
thirty-odd millions, and have among their 
numbers many wiser and better men than 
he, still he is the only one who has any right 
to speak with authority. The French peo- 
ple ought to have only such liberties as he 
might grant them, only such laws as he 
might make, and were not even to be permit- 
ted to question the warrant by which he as- 
sumed powers so vast, 

One would think that a man clothed with 
this semi-divine prerogative would have in 
his life and person some semi-divinity; that 
one who claimed such absolute rule over 
millions of his fellow-men would be able to 
rule himself; that one who proposed to take 
care of the lives, liberties and welfare of 
millions would be at least able to take care 
of himself. 

But it appears that this divinely-appointed 
CHAMBORD does not even know enough to 
take care of his stomach: he has reached 
the age of sixty without discovering that 
unripe fruit does not respect the inherited 
title to the crown of France, and that one 
green apple may upset the plans of an em- 
pire; and, with the destinies of his dearly- 
beloved subjects dependent on him, he is 
squirming in the agony of a colic. 

We trust that the old geutieman will re- 
eover from his colic, and will in time learn 
so much wisdom as will teach him what to 
eat; but we are afraid that the theory of the 
divine right of kings has suffered an irrep- 
arable injury from the revelation of the 
weakness of a royal stomach.

Grex. Cook sald to an interviewer at 
Denver that when he moved against the 500 
Apaches in Mexico he had no white sol- 
ders at all, bis entire force being composed 
of 150 Apache scouts, and he added that he 
went inte the fight with them against their 
own people with entire confidence in their 
fidelity, because he hed never been deceived 
by an Indian except in open war. As to the 
rebellious Chiricahuas he said: There is 
nota community of people in the Unitag 
States that would have stood half as much 
abuse as these Ivdians havo, both hostile 
and friendly, without fghting.” Gen. 
Crook can take Indians to contro] Indians, 
because he knows how to deal with them— 
how to make peace with them as well as how 
to fight them. But the agents of the interior 
department are so utterly unfit for the busi- 


ness that they cannot even keep | subjugated 
and disarmed Indians quiet on a reservation 
without the aid of white soldiers.

Doctors Talk About the City’s 
Health, 


What the Effects of the Overflow will be— 
Physicians Interviewed— Probability of 
Sickness, 


In reply to interrogatory of a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter on the present health pros- 
pects of the city Dr. Henry Van Studdiford 
said: 

“Ifthe river deposits are not removed 
from the various cellars along theriver front 
it will breed disease. Proper disinfectants 
should be employed or suffering must fol- 
low.“ 

Po you think much fatal malaria will 
follow the inundation?” asked the reporter. 

That does not always follow. Much de- 
pends on the nature of the deposits. The 
city authorities should be on the alert to re- 
move all agencies that will give rise to dis- 
ease, inasmuch as thisis the probable year 


for the reappearance of the cholera.” 
The reporter then interviewed 
DR. H. SCHWARTZ 
of the German medical institute, who said: 

“This late inundation will produce 
a good deal of local fever. 
and furthermore, if the deposits are 
not immediately removed out of the cellars, 
the consequences may be more disagreeable 
and bring on worse diseases. There is al- 
nee a small epidemic of small-pox in the 
northern part of the city. As respects the 
cholera, I think that a very strictly-regulated 
quarantine will keep it out of the country.“ 

Are the conditions locally favorable to 
it?“ asked the reporter. 

Well, I have not studied the local condi- 
tions sufficiently to be able togive you a very 
mature opinion.“ 

The reporter next called on 

DR. MAGOFIN, 
of Olive street, who, in referring to the ef- 
fects of the inundation, said: 

“Oh, it is altogether too soon to tell much 
about what effect the inundation will have 
on the municipal health, but, judging from 
the past, the probability is that we will 
have a good dea! of bilious fever.” 

„How does the health of the city compare 
now with that of last year?“ 

“Somewhat favorably. We have no signs 
of cholera at present; atthe same time we 
must be prepared. The city authorities 
should see that the alleys an tters are 
kept well cleansed and the bad places disin- 
fected.” 

Is there any scarlet fever in the city?“ 

“Yes, some; but pot a great deal. Tha 
present children's diseases afte measles and 
dysentery, due to their gorging themselves 
with unripe fruit and ice-water.” 

DR. CHANCELLOR, 

in expressing an opinion on the subject,said: 
“It is my opinion that we will have a great 
deal of malaria here. It has already in- 
creased the number of cases of cholera mor- 
bus, due, iu part, to the organic matter con- 
tained in the drinking water. Cases of dia- 
rhea will be more common than usual.“ 

Is this due to the inundation ?” 

es, in part.“ 

Are there any other special causes?“ 

“Well, Ido not know. Those living on 
the river fronts or borders will be more sub- 
ject to typhoid and typho-malaria fever 
than usual.“ 

How does the health of the city compare 
now with that of iast year?’’ 

“Oh, there isa great deal more sickness 
now than last summer.“ 

or there any cholera Indications at pres- 
ent?“ 

There will probably be a few cases scat- 
tered through the city here and there—a 
slight epidemic, you know. We can say 
nothing positive about .it, however. It de- 
pends much upon the extreme local heat, and 
other known and unknown causes. Prevall- 
ing diseases at present are pleurisy, pneu- 
monia, intermittent and remittent fevers, 
with cholera morbus and diarrhea. There 
areamuch larger number of children af- 
fected this way than usual.” 

“Do you think that scarlet fever or diph- 
theria is on the decrease?“ 

“Yes; itis mainly localtzed in the north- 
western part of the city.”’ 

DR. W. T. GREGORY 
says: These river deposits will of course 
roduee considerable fever. Weare alread 
paving considerable malaria from that. 
am speaking now, of course, of the results of 
the recent overflow. I have been having a 
ood many melarial cases within the last 
wo weeks.“ 

“Will this have any general effect upon 
children?“ 

It it is a very hot summer, as we presume 
it will be, of course it will be very severe on 
children, and we may normally expect a 
good deal! of fatality in that line; this is due 
also in part to children eating unripe water- 
melons and other fruits. I have had several 
Watermelon cases already.’’ 

„How does the health condition of the city 
compare now with last year!“ 

Much of my answer would, of course, be 
conjectural, and hence would be of no value 
to you. City health depends mainly u 
city sanitary regulation, the cleanliness of 
out lanes and alleys and streets. The filthy 
condition of the alleys will be the cause of 
mone or less local sickness, which could be 
immediately obviated by a stricter sanitary 
reform. As to the probable cholera epideinic 
much will depend upon the exceptional heat, 
the dietetic conditions of the citizens,and the 
regularity with which quarantine will be 
enforced in the outlying cities. St. Louis is, 
you Know, a remarkably healthy city.’ 

DR. E. H. GREGORY 

said: All that we absolutely know with 
9 these overflows is that sickness, so 

called malarial fevers,usually follow.: This is 
all we absolutely know, I remember in 1844 
there was very little disease, but in 1845 dis- 
ease was very general, not limited to the 
low lands, aud very fatal, supposed to be 
connected with the inundation of the year 
before. The fevers were of an extremely 
malignant type. Old people who bad never 
been sick before in their lives were victims 
to the fever. In those days quinine was used 
sparingly. It is now used in large doses, 
and its anti-fever virtues are more and more 
apparent. As to the cholera I do not expect it. 
Certainly it would be well to take every pos- 
sible precaution, cleanliness being the most 
important. 

“Are the local conditions at present faver- 
able to it?“ 

As far as the conditions are concerned. 
I do not see, as far as my observation goes, 
any difference in this season than in seasons 
that have passed. To be sure, the weathe 
bas been irregular and the cold, 
cannot see, of course, what effect this will 
have upon epidemic agencies. At this time 
St. Louis is certainly In a very healthful 
condition, and I see no reason for spectal 
alarm or anxiety. I hardly think there is as 
much sickness among children this season 
as is usual in hot weather.”

General Objection to Boys on the Part 
of Landlords. 


Some perspiring, exasperated motlier, 
wearied by her chase after a house, and 
more tired of the stipulation, met at each 
agent’s that the desired house would not be 
rented toa family with small children, sat 
down a few days ago aud poured forth her 
woes in a communication to the Post-Lm 


PATCH, She made several very caustic sug- 
gestions as to what ought to be done with 
the children who are so unfortunate as to have 
parents forced to rent houses. The daily 
papers team with advertisements announc- 
ing houses for rent, but with the odivus 
postscript “no children.” Propositions to 
rent portions of a house, except those that 
are out and out tenements, are accoinpanied 
by the chilaren prohibition in nine cases 
out of ten. A lady discussing the no children 
uestion with a reporter this morning, re- 
ted her experieuce in house hunting. 
Selecting from the real estate bulletin a 
dozen or so houses, which she thought 
would be suitable, she drove past them, and 
finally made up her mind to take one of 
three. 

“Have you any children, madam?” asked 
the agent of the first, after the lacy, satistied 
with the terms, was about to pay a mouth’s 
rent and get the Keys.

Jam very sorry, then; but the owner de- 
clines to let the house to families having 
small children.“ 

Why. they are only two little girls, two 
and four years old, and cannot pussibiy do 
ang harm.“ 

“Ah, then, if they are little girls I really 
see no objection to letting you have the 
house. But my orders are very strict about 

etting to families who have small boys.“ 

This morning à reporter of the Posr- 
DISPATCH madea casual run through the 
principal down-town real estate offices, to be 
assured that this prejudice against other 
— small children was as general as has 

een represented. The result was a iull con- 
tirmation of the mother’s plaint. 

Leslie Moffatt said: Wo never raise any 
objection to chiidren unless the owner of the 
property has expressly instructed us to that 
effect. 1 have had, though, ia my experience, 
some instances where the destruction 
wrought to walls and woodwork of a house 


for which 1 think the parent should be held 
to blame. Some landlords are, perhaps, too 
fastidious in this matter, but some have had 
very bitter experience.” 

4 A. Wolff said: As agents 
we are bound entirely by the 
wishes of the landlord, who may ob- 
ject to children just as he would object to 
people of color. Some houses we rent wv 
whomsoever applies and is willing to pay the 
rent, children or no children.“ 

Joseph P. Whyte said: Agents very fre- 
quently must use their discretion. It de- 
pounds very much on what kind of children 
are in the family. A group of littie girls 
would not work as much damage in a year 
asa healthy three-year-old boy would in a 


day.“ 

Richard Lancaster said: There is not 
that prejudice against children that you 
would be led to bemleve. We bave here in 
our control over 200 houses, and 1 don’t 
suppose that out of them there 
are ten where children are 
prohibited. Ihe objection is well grounded 
and frequent in the cases of the better class 
es of houses rented to two familias, Where 
children are likely to become a bone of con- 
tention. Children are like fine-tooth combs, 
everybody prefers their own. But go along 
the nicest streets of the West End, like Suer- 
Idan, Dayton, Ewing, or Montrose, and you 
will see enough babies on the block to show 
you that 122 > pe is not down upon them.
